amiſs in his Conduct; and we are affured, that 
whenever they imagine the Honour of their Prince, 
or the Good of their Country makes it neceſſary, 
they never fail of making uſe of their Privilege. 
Thete was a remarkable Inſtance of this, in the 
Reign of one of their Emperors, who was very 
obſtinate, and very imperious. This Emperor's 
Conduct, in ſome certain Particular, was dire&- 
ly repugnant to the Precepts of the great Con- 
fucius. One of the wiſeſt and moſt learned Man- 
darines thereupon demanded an Audience; and 
having told his Prince boldly what he conceived 
was wrong in his Conduct, he ſhewed him, with 
great Strength of Reaſon, the ill Conſequences 
that-would probably attend it ; the Emperor, who 
was not of an Humour to think he could be in 
the wrong, inſtead of making the leaſt Reforma- 
tion, ordered the Mandarine to be put to Death 
for his inſolent Deportment. The next Day ano- 
ther Mandarine demanded an Audience; made the 
ſame Remonſtrance as the firſt, and met with the 
ſame Fate. The Day after, a third Mandarine 
made the like Attempt; but to ſhew at the ſame 
Time, that he expected nothing leſs than to die 
for the Good of his Country, ordered his Herſe 
to follow him, and Wait at the Palace Gate. 
Having ſo done, he boldly went to the Emperor, 
and told him, that if he did not immediately de- 
termine to alter his preſent Courſe of Life, his 
Reign would appear the moſt ſhameful to future 
Ages, of any yet recorded in the Chronicles of 
China. The Emperor incenſcd at his inſolent Be- 


haviour, (as he termed it) not only put him to 


Death, but ordered him to expire under the moſt 
exquiſite Tortures. 7 
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JANUARY. 

The Mandarines upon this, aſſembled in a Body; 
and came at laſt to this generous Reſolution, that 
be the Conſequence ever ſo fatal, they would not 
ſee their Prince perſiſt in a Conduct, which would 
prove a Diſgrace to himielf, and render the 
Maxims and Policy of their Government for the 
future void, and of none Effect. They determined 
therefore, by Lot, what Members of their Body 
ſhould go next, and wait upon the Emperor. Each 
Man went accordingly, and did his Duty. A great 
Number were indeed cut off; but at laſt the Empe- 
peror's Eyes were open'd by their invincible Loyal- 
ty; and conſcious of his Error, he not only made 
a thorough Reformation in his Conduct, but or- 
dered molt magnificent Monuments, at his own 
Expence, to be built over the Bodies of thoſe in- 
trepid Mandarincs, who had fallen a Sacrihce to 
his Reſentment. He honoured, ?tis true, their Me- 
mories ; but all the Power he was poſſeſſed of 
could make no adequate Compenſation tor the Loſs 
of thoſe faithful Suljeds, who had given ſuch in- 
conteitable Proofs that they preferr'd his Honour, 
and the Welſare of their Country, to all other Con- 
fiderations whatſoever. |

When his Biſhop was hauled, as it were, to 
Pieces by the Soldiers of Yalerian the Emperor, 
St. Lawrence would not leave him; but follow'd 
him to the Place of Execution. 

Soon after, tne common Pagans took an Oppor- 
tudity to cenſure him for not delivering up the 
Church-Treaſure, which they imagin'd was in his 
Cuſtody. Whereupon he was laid upon a Gridiron, 


and broil'd over a Fire; at which Time he behav'd 


with ſo much Courage and Reſolution, as to cry 
out to his Tormentors, that he was rather comfort- 
ed than tormented ; bidding them, withal, turn him 
on the other Side, for that was broil'd enough. 

His Martyrdom was ſo much eſteeni'd in After- 
times, that Pulcher ia, the Empreſs, builr a Temple 
to his Honour, which was either rebuilt, or at leaſt 
conſiderably enlarg'd by Jaſtinian. Here the 
Gridiron, on which he was broil'd, was depoſited, 
where the too credulous St. Gregory aſſures us, that 
it became famous for many Miracles. F
